It Ls our painful duty to record another 
melaucholy . case of drowning,, by wliiqh 
two young men — Thomas White, son of

adopted son of Mr Ockley— lost their lives 
ia the Wairau river, near their liomos,' 
on Friday evening last. From what we 
can learii, It appeal's that both young men 
wore returning from Pino Valley in tho 
even ug of tire aiiove day, and that in 
crossing the river, Cleaver by sumo meads 
was thrown or fell from his horse into a 
deep liole. White, it ia sup])oaed, made 
for the bank, where ho got off his horee, 
and, divesting himself of part of his cloth- 
ing (which was afterwards found on tho 
bank), went to tho assistance of Cleaver, 
who inust have caught him by the leg and 
pulled him under water, us, when the 
hollies were found next morning, White's 
leg was firmly grasped by Cleaver, while 
his arm was stretched out as if seeking for 
something to hold on by. The two horses 
went direct home, and their appearance 
without their riders gave evidence that 
somctiiing had Imppened. Search was im- 
mediately made, but owing to the night 
setting in, nothing was iliscovcred until 
the following iiiorniitg, when the bodies 
w-ere found tia above. The inquest and 
fiineml were to take place on Monday last, 
Both young men were the main suppoi t of 
aged parents, and were mo.st highly respected 
in the neighbourhood . — Marlborough Press. 

The injeetion of ammonia into the blood 
circulation is being practised ut home. Dr 
Tyler fiiuith, of London, used it with per- 
f<!Ct success iii a case (f pner|>er.d fever 
(blood [wisuning), in which the jiatient 
was tending rapidly to dissolution. He 
said that he had never before seen a pa- 
tient recover from a siinilai' condition. Mr 
Richardson, of Dublin, injected it several 
times Urneath the skin only in the case of 
poisoning by tinrture of aconite Tho 
woman was pulseless, and the extremities 
us cold as death. She continued pulseless 
for 135 mimite.s, ,\fter the fourth iujection 
the pul.se returned, and recovery soon fol- 
lowed. A slough, about the size of a balf- 
p(!tmy, followed one of the injections. 

There is a wonderful account in all the 
French papers of an a.stouiidiiig huby just 
dead, at the age of ten months, i t St. Ur- 
bain, near Lyons. The strongest medical 
evidence is said lo be given that the child 
wa-s so highly endowed with electrieity 
that all the persons in the same room with 
Ijim received constant electric shocks. Its 
end was apparently painlea.s, but accom- 
lianied by still more astounding nianifesta-. 
tions. At the instant of death, luminous 
effluvia proceeded, it ia affirmed by the 
doctors, from tlie body of the child, which 
continued for several minutes after its de- 
cease. The case is supposed to be tpiite 
iiii|irect dcnted in the world of -science. 

A discussion alroae recentiy in the forge 
attaclied to a veterinary yioUego as to the 
extent of the human powers in the pro- 
duction of shoes for horses. The making 
of six |>air.s in an hour ia allowed by all 
competent jiulges to lie .sometliing above 
average work ; and on Mr Taylor, the 
forauiin of tlie forge department, asserting 
that he-waa capable of tiiiishiug twelve 
pairs in an hour, exception was taken to 
his statement, and a proof of his skill was 
appointed to take place on Saturday fore- 
noon at 11 o’clock. To give additional 
interest to the trial, £1 a side was staked. 
Accordingly, at the time appointed, the 
contest oomnienced, and was witnessod 
during the wliole time by a large nuiiber 
of stiidcnls and others. Mr Taylor being 
ably seconded by his hammerman, Mr D. 
M.Farlane. Wiihin tnree minutes and a 
half of the hour the twelve pairs were all 
completed, amiil a hearty round of applause 
and the congratulations of those assembled. 
The iron used in making them was Inch by 
I'.alf-inch, and they were all fore feet shoes. 
They were examined hy jieople competent 
to judge, and pronounced well made. We 
may add that the men seemed nowise fa- 
tigued by their extraordinary exertions. 

It would have doneadiscipleof theExetor 
Hall sohoot good to have seen, as w e did, 
one day last week, a Maori woman supply- 
ing the wants of Iier infant out of one of 
the latest patented feeding bottles, whether 
OUR of Mather’s or Maw's we are not quite 
ceitain.

' ThF' rulE inly usualt which was pevpe- 
trut^ jn-Mellioilrne a few days ago upon 
a sergeant and constable in the police force, 
by the ringleaders of li gang of “ roughsj" 
and the information which has reached us 
with respect to the orgauizatiou and auda- 
city of these social pests, invito us to con- 
sider whether the criminal law affecting 
this class of offenders might not he bene- 
ficially amended, so as to render it a real 
terror to all such evil-doers, iu the par- 
ticular case referred to, the two delinquents 
were each lined £20, and iu default of pay- 
me It, were committed to prison for throe 
months, but the condition of hard labour 
was not annexed to tho puiiislimunt, as it 
would have entitled them to a better de- 
scri])tion of fare. To wen of this atatnp, 
however, we fear that the privation of 
liberty for u few weeks will not present 
itself as .a very formidable penalty, and 
that they will return to their old lawless 
habits as soon as they are released. They 
belong to one of the most dangerous claases 
in the community : that from whicli our 
thieves are recniited. This class is incor- 
rigibly idle, if not irrpclaimably vicious. 
Many of its members live on the miserable 
earnings of i>rostitate.s, of whom they are 
the nominal protectore, and very often the 
brutal tyrants. They prey upon soiaety, 
and are at wai with its official guardians. 
Their lives are not governed by the ordi- 
n.xry motives of human couduct ; and in 
dealing with them it would bo as great a 
mistake to be ruled by sentimental and 
linmaniiarian consideration as it would he 
to expect a mustang of the pampas lo be 
amenalilp, the moment ho is lassoed, to the 
same dioipline as a doinc.sticated hackney. 

The " ruugli" hohls three things in bor- 
rot'— bird work, per-.onal restraint, and 
low fare. We sliould bo.ir tliia in mind 
when devising an approprhve puni.shnient 
for his transgressions of the law. He is a 
loafer hy nature, an outlaw by choice, and 
self-indulgent by reason of the depreved 
appetites he has inherited or acquired. 
Imprison him for ii lengthened term, com- 
pel him to labor streimously, and supjtly 
him with the plain, coarse food ho should 
have previously earned, and you may suc- 
ceed in partially taming the wild beast 
which is in him, and in deterring him from 
a reiielition of the offences whicli have pro- 
voked so odious a form of punishment. As 
it is, a couple of ‘‘roughs'’ may half-murder 
a policeman, ;nid may be let off on paying 
£20 ; aiwl their ability to do this depends 
upon whether they have recently hocn-ssed 
and robbed some unwary digger or shep- 
herd who. has come down to Melliourne 
“ on the spree." But supposing the delin- 
quents to be short of money, they will 
spend three months of idleness in prison, 
and every industrious man in the commu- 
nity must contribute his quota to their 
support. Thus society sustains a double 
wrong. Tl is injured by the outrage on 
the guardians of the peace, and it is iin- 
povenshed by the drain upon its resources 
which results from the maintenance of 
some hundreds of lualefaetors in sheer idle- 
ne.ss. Outside of prison they were loafers, 
and inside they arc no better. Wo may 
not be able altogether to extirpate the first 
of these evils, although we rimy mitigate 
it very materially ; but we may abolish 
the second, We may compel every able- 
bodied inmate of our gaols and similar 
institutions to earn the entire cost of his 
Biistonaiice and shelter, as well as of the 
watch and ward which, we are compelled 
to keep over him. 

Our fellow-colonists in Otago— much to 
their credit — have set us an excellent ex- 
ample in this respect, and it' is gratifying 
to observe that the governor of the gaol, 
Mr James Caldwell, by whom this valu- 
able reforni was introduced, is an old offi- 
cer from Pentridge, where a similar system 
liad been introduced by Colonel Champ, 
who, labouring under tho double disailvan- 
tage of being n zealous and efficient head 
of tho department, and a gentleman, was 
got rid of by the late Government. 

We Imve now lying before us a depart- 
mental re|K)rt from the governor of the 
Dunedin Gaol, dated the 14th April last, 
and relating to the financial tran-sactiona 
of tho previous )rear. Mr Caldwell says : — 

" For the first time since the erection of 
the giiol, tlie value of the labor of the 
jirisouei's during the year 1868 more than 
covered the entire expenditure of the ea- 
tablisbmcnt. It has never bean surpassed 
or equalled in tbe previous history of the 
gaol, without taking into consideration the 
labour of such prisoners as were engaged 
in prison employment, such as cooking, 
wasbing, cleaning, ic., and various other 
« orks connected with the gaol. But highly 
jntisfactory as was this result, the returns 
of labour performed during tho year are 
still more encouraging, the average value 
of each prisoner's labor having been con- 
siderably in excess of the preceding year. 
ITie expeniiitiire of the gaol for the year 
ending 31st March nit. was £7386 2s 8d. 
The value of the prisoners’ labor was 
£8778 3s 7d, which is £1393 Os lid in 
excess of the total expenditure,” 

The piibliu works upon which the priso- 
ners were engaged were those of dredging 
the barhor, making jetties, reclaiming 
swamps, and constructing roads. Such of 
the men as were artisans were employed 
iu their reepeetivo trades. Borne of tho 



labor, wa are told, was , very severe, espe- 
ciully during tho winter mouths, 'when 
the eon viols wera, working, week after 
week, in deep and touacioiis mud. Com- 
pulapry oeonpatiun of this kind, we taku it. 
would he admirably lulapted to tune down 
the exiihoranl energies of our Melliuuruo 
Toughs, and to muke them “sadder mid 
wiser lueu,” liven the incouvenitmi.es 
which might be expooled to rise from the 
defective dormitoiy accommodation in the 
Dunedin Gaol do not occur, because (says 
.Mr Caldwell) tho prisouere are so fatigued 
by their work that .they sleep soundly, 
without giving uny cause for eomphiiut or 
disorder, 

Cpou the general qne.stion of prison 
discijilinc, Mr Caldwell makes tho fallowing 
seiibiiile remarks, whilo he briefly refei-.s 
to, and effectually refutes, the vulgar error 
that the employnumt of prison labor is 
hostile to the intt!ro.sts of the working 
classes, who tiro taxed for tho support of 
our iieiiiil eataldisbmaiits : — 

“No systeiu of prison discipline will !>e 
perfect that does not render tho coinfurt 
and well being of the prisoner )>ra'ctically 
dependent npon his own exertions, and that 
iloes not bring home to him the fact that 
he must either work or want. If prisoners 
were fed and housed, permitted indulgence, 
or spared from puni.s!iiuent only iu exact 
proportion to tho exact amount of bona fide 
work they performed, it would soon tell 
benefioialiy upon thomselves as well as upon 
the puljlie. But it should he downright 
honest work, capable of coinmanding its fu li 
price. Xh.iro is not the .slightest ground tor 
tiie falhv’y which has at times been dinued 
into tho e.irs of the working classes, that 
raimmorative prison -labour can be en- 
0 uraged only at the expanse of honest 
free labour outside. It must be remem- 
bered tliat |)ris>ner.s, if at liiierty, would 
either be competing honestly with other 
free Iabourer.s, or a[)propriating the profits 
of honest labour without working at all ; so 
that is is a positive gain to society to pro- 
vide that they ahull not live absolutely 
in cfimiual idleness. Thus the economical 
argument i altogetberin fivourof getting 
as much work as" possible out of the 
prisoners. I prefer the iiioilern idea of 
encouraging — and of necccssity compelling 
— the prisoner to work, or take tlie conse- 
quences in personaL punishment or priva- 
tion." 

With these sentiments we cordially oon- 
enr, and we con.gratulate the jioiple of 
Otago on the fact that they have a gaoler 
who reduces such enlightened princijiles to 
coiivinciiig practice, and that the Govern- 
ment of tiie Province is sufficiently a.iga- 
cious and courageous to authorise that 
fuuctioiwvy ill Carrying out a system of 
penal discipline which makes the “ devil’s 
regiment” self-supporting, and exempts the 
community from an onerous burden. 



Australian Diamonds. 

The statement of a cirnupii lent of the 
Sydney Empire, as to the products of tbe 
Mudgee gold and silver minus, h.iviu ; hoeii 
called in question ,by a local . new.ip ip ir, a 
mooting was hel.l on tho 'JOth Febru-iry at 
Two-mile Flat, to taac the subject into con- 
sideration, at which resolutions were p ts-s-id 
confirming the statement made by the 
Empire's correspondent, and appointing a 
eominittee to collect statistic-s. Alre.idy a 
list has been made np of 36 persons, who 
certify to having found diamonds, in all 
about 2000, of which some 600 have been 
sold in the colony, and 1200 sent to Mel- 
bourne. Besides this, there arc many 
diamonds in the hands of the Chinese and 
others, of which no accurate account could 
be obtaine<f. 

By Sydney papers to hand we perceive 
that Hennessy and |)arty, working at Two- 
mile Flat, have broujlht to tbe surface se- 
veral loads of washdirt, and they anticipate 
that their next washing will show astoiiisli- 
ing results. Tliey have been offered (and 
have refused) by Mr J. C, Hinsch, of .'Syd- 
ney, the sum of £2000 casli for their lea-se 
of eight acres ; the propiintors nsk £4000 
for a one-half interest ; they decline to dis- 
po.se of the whole for any amount. Scott 
and party, just before the days, washed 
twelve lods, and obtained HO diamonds, 
washing 3^ dwta., equal to 261 car.als ; 
yield of gold, one ounce. The lot has since 
been disposed of for the Melbourne mar- 
ket. They state their earnings to have 
been £40 a week per man. 



The Wanganui Herald says that Capt. 
Hawes, of W dro.i, riding over his farm a 
few days ago. had his attention attracted 
to a horse which galloped about in a very 
peeiiliiir toannei' in front, of him, and at 
last went to an opening in llie bush and 
wliinneyed. Curious to see what the ani- 
miil meant, the captain dismounted, and 
went up the opening in the busli. where 
bo fonnd another horse “hung up,” or en- 
tangled in tbe supplejacks, bevoiid the pos- 
sibility of getting away. Marks of the 
moat desperate stnigglea wore visihle, and 
abont twenty of the snpplejaek rods had 
fo he cut before the prisoner was rt-leaseil.

V RRY significant is the action of the Press 
in reference to the conduct of the war by 
the Fox Minisbrja Even the staunchest 
journals that have hitherto supported them 
find that they cannot honestly approve of 
tlie loose and reprehensible manner in 
which the war has been conducted. The 
feeling that the true interests of the co 
lony have been sacrificed hy Mr Fox, so 
that he might not be considered as adopt- 
ing any of Mr Stfiftbrd’a jdans, is filtoring 
down into the public mind. So much is 
this the case, that at Mr BroWaN’s election 
meeting at Tokomairu*o, vehement expres- 
sions of liis'^approval of the policy pursued 
found vent.

It is a painful fact to know 
that this is tlie case, and that tlie autToriiig 
inherent upon % abito of rebellipii or war 
hiis in tills case l>aon intensely aggravated 
by culpable neglect and a disorganised po- 
licy.

Tc Kooti’.s 
clover escape effectfl'l that much goo 1, at 
least, it niak^^s no matter if a telegrim

Oui* readers will (imi a 
report of the meeting in anotliet- column, 
and from it will glean a little infotmation 
as to the small probability of Sittisfaotory 
relations being established between the 
conflicting elements of wIiiiK it is com- 
posed Cj'Omwell of all the Municipalities 
which haro been created in Otago seems 
to have been the moat unfortunate, and 
there is not the remotest hope, tluat we can 
sec, of any change for the better taking 
place, so long as the present antagonistic 
spirit is exhibited by the Mayor and Coun- 
cillors. It is with considerable deliciicy 
that we write upon tho subject of the Mu- 
nicipal dispute at present raging, as we 
perhaps lay ourselves open to tho charge 
of doing so because we are interested in 
t!i 0 result Wo for a conai lera'nle time 
refrained from addressing ourselves to the 
gueation — the reason we have mentioned 
being one among othei-s — but injustice to 
our raiders and the ratepayers generally 
we were compelled some two weeks ago to 
express our strong disapprobation of the 
conduct pursued by one or two parties iu 
the Couiioil, and of a jouvivilisfiiccoa'ljutor, 
sail we are happy to learn from ooiivcrsi- 
tions with members of the co.omiiiiitv that 
the remarks we then nude were eii<ior.s-vl 
by the nj:ijoritv of the ratepayers. The 
great matter in dispute is the coniirmrtion 
or otherwise of the proceedings, of the 
Council while Mr W. II, Whettbr was 
acting as Mayor — the Councillors at that 
time being Messrs Burues, Daoo. FRaER, 
atvi Badoer, and suhsoqiientlv Mr D.viy- 
Kt'fS, who was elected in the stead of dr 
Frabh, when that gentleman resigned.' 
This Mayor and Council liavo Ijseii tratluced 
in several nowspapors (both in this Pio- 
viuoa and out of it) through the agency of 
t CVoinwell correspondent — a nialigiiaiit 
•pirit, whoso paltry and dcspicahlo nature 
Shinns otifln bold relief in alP his easily- 
Kcognlsed and ono-sidud opistoliry pro-^ 
dnotions, and at whom tho flager of scorn 
Js already directed by tho imjority of his 
Iffollow-oitizens— for tho individual in ques- 
llf^on is well known, both hero and ia the 
hoighboring Provinoe of Southland, to oao 
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of tho journals in srlilchT Province his slimy 
and uiitnithful concoctions find their way, 
bearing on their faco the imjiress of the 
unscrupulous author. This valued 'mem- 
ber of the community aceiqs determined to 
do his utmost to promote anarchy in our 
midst, and to give our readers a specimen

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The Settler in Kentucky. ' 

It vaa some time lo the year lo20 that I 
smigrateJ to Keotucky, wli|oh Wtta at that 
time a frontier county of the state of Vir- 
giuia. I was then ({iiite a young man, ilikI 
h/ pi'ofossiou a praetioal Burveyovl llbuiul 
|ar ouue constant anil prulitaiilo eiuiiluyment 
in aixingiiig the laud claims of the miiiior- 
pos settlers. The range of' m/. business 
e.ttenJcJ over a wide siopu of country, 
ItoVJowiug the line of the srttloineiits us 
they sti'U.ik deeper an I farther out into the 
gWiMerness. From the lutaro of itiy ein- 
l|[i!oyinent, I was nucessurily iiincli in the 
woo Is, often entirely alone j and 1 soon 
[a -quire I the love of adveniiiro and the 
lli lilferenoe to pcrsoird peril svhich seem 
t ie spniitan-ions pro luctioii of a wild and 
roving life. 

Till! country wascompir.itivcly a wilder- 
!is. With tho exuO[uion of the groe-ing 
jitleiueiics which here and tlierc dotte 1 
t'le su'.'fice, -in uulirokou e-Tp iiise of forest 
3,1'etched uilt, apparently, to illiinitabl'!

[irays wide awake when abroarl, and ever 
eenly on the watch when I liaal occasion 
0 p iss froth one place to another in' raak- 
iny surveys.: I always .went well 

|iaoiinti-d and well armed, and' travel led,- 
[leeially when (inacconipanied,' only in 
he daytime. ' ■ 

On one ocua.sion I h.id been settling 
aims at some distance from my place of 
(isidimce, and having been absent for seve- 
d weeks, I bud become e.xtreaiely anxious 
;o return home. Mounting iny horse about 
iiid d iy. ( hoped, by dim of liard riding, 
.0 reach a noted tavern on niv return 
into by tunset. In this, however, T was 
hstined to be disappointed. The roads 
vi!re miry from rain am! frost, and niy 
i-Ji'se, in suite of the solicitation of wliip 
and spur, il-iuadcred so slowly along thcni 
lat the d-iy cl.ised wlien t was still many 
Hides diit int from my pl-ioe of destin-ition. 

' n> le on in the doep ininirdarkiiass. clul! >d 
jy the kean Oatobar air, and revolving 
al-nost nncoassioaslv in my miinj the many 
t lies th-it I hall heard of rob^iery and as- 
Jisiuitio.n com nitted upon b-ltted tr ivtd- 
Jlai-s like myself. The gliiniury of a light 
t'li-oug'i till! woods, and the welcome Iwi-fc 
of a do-', ijetokeiiad a human habitation 
near the ro id. A slight cdl hr night the 
oicujuiit to tile door, and he readily con 
sauted to entertain mu for the night. T 
iliTnouiitiid, and my host, a stout, rough- 
liioking Ulan, inviting me to enter liis 
caliiii, iinmcdi.itely led my horse to the 
ltd lie. 

Litiu-iiig the open door of the house, I 
fouad a chccrfiil tire biasing and crackling 
on the hearth, The room w.is small, but 
jclosu and comfortable, A side-door re- 
aviialcd anothiu' apartment, which, as I con 
^jec.tnrcd, w.is the one I sliould occiqiy tni- 
the night. Tlio furiiitnro of both rooiiis 
was scant almost to destitution. I saiv no 
other inuiate. The spirit of lon(;line.ss 
seemed to hovor over the place as I en- 
tered 

Sa.iting iny^solf on one of the th i-ce legged 
|3tools near the fire, T stretched out niv 
nninhed hands and feet to receivo the 
gi'iitcful lieat. The comfort of returning 
w.irmth in a few minutes dilfused itself 
over my wliologierson. 1 felt even exliila- 
tated, as the torpidi ty of cold p.u.ssed off, 
•and my mind oeased to recall the grim 
memories and traditions which haunted 
:nie during my lonely ride. 

Suddenly a n)ost peculiar and tlirillitig 
sansatinu shot along my nerves, and flushed 
like an instantaneous glow over me. Iliad 
never before, and have never since, expe- 
rienced any sensation at all similar to it. 
It was like, and yet most unlike, the ner- 
vous shuddering proiluced by the shock

1 did nut cars to reas-jii the miiUer with ;

my ros-dntion tu go on, in defl moo of the 
p 'i-lis ho arrayed beforu me. I'he p irenip- 
tury toiio in whioli I r.'p ritiiil tho o ill for 
niy horn-!, without the least notice of svhat 
hi- w.ts saying, put a stop to his expistu- 
1 itiun. Ho returned to the stable and in 
a few moinents brought me my horse. I 
ollbred to pay him for the trouble I had 
given, but he sharply and positively Jn- 
dined to recnive any compensation. Hav- 
ing examined the (ji-lniing of my pistols, I 
bjile iny sullen host good night and rode 
otr. At a late hour of the night I reacheil 
the cross road tavern, and, after pirtaking 
of a go.id supper, soon found oblivion for 
the events of the day in a sound and re- 
fi-eshing sleep. ■ : 

Tiiito p'lssed on. The events which I 
have just related had almost faded from 
my memory. ,1 had married and settled 
where £ am 'now living. Kentucky had 
become a State.of the Union, and I saw 
a busy- and thriving population dwelling 
where I had feen ■ a wilderness, inhabited 
only by wild' beaSts and Indians. It was 
a wonderful' trmsformation, and I can 
even now scarce credit tbfe evidence of the 
mighty change. which T'have witnessed. 

At length hiihiness aalled me to tho 
chief tpwn of a neighhouring county. On 
my arrival, I found a hii'ge crowd assem- 
bled to witness the execution of a noted 
criminal, who had been convicted of rob- 
bery and murder, aud sentenced to be 
hanged. 

I am by no means partial to such spec- 
t-acles ; but somehow I felt a desire to be 
[ireseiit at this execution. It was piiinored 
that the convict intended to make a con- 
fession at tlie gallows of all his evil deeds. 
This inflamed my curiosity, so I went with 
tlie crowd to tho place appointed for the 
awful expiation. 

. An im iieiise eonconrso of both sexes, as 
was customary in th-it day, was present. 
The )il ace s-rlected f n- the execution was at 
the base of soni; high hills, which formed 
hv their di-clivities a natural amphitheatre 
for the accommodatioa of the spectators. 
Till! day was bright and still. Mature, in 
her silent bemty, seeui.cd little in hirinony 
with the awful spectacle which wo were 
about to witness. 

Escorted by the military and the nii.iis- 
ter.s of the law, the criminal at Irngth ar- 
rived. He ascended the piatfonn under 
tile g dlows with a firm step, and looked 
round ivith an air ‘of careless indiflerence 
upon the vast assemblage, 'J'he sheriff 
whispered something intended for his ear 
alone. He ro.se and advanced to the side 
of the piatfonn that faced the bulk of tlie 
cro-.vd. The inunniir of expectation was 
succeeded by niiiversal- sileneo. Everyone 
seemed eager to hear what ho ivas about to 
say. 

Stiiiiding near the plalform, I had a full 
vica- of the criminal. He was an old man, 
apparently more than .seventy years of age. 
His hair was white and tiiin. flis person 
WHS stout and thick .set. His eyes, which 
were lioi-oe amt peculiarly maiignant in 
expression, glared with hate and acorn as 
lio siirviiyed the expectant crowd. The 
bronzed face, upon whose adamant fe it n re.; 
no line of sensibility or kindly feeli ng was 
visible, attested a life of hardened villany 
and crime. 

He began his confession, and spoke fo- 
more than an hour, in a harsh .and most 
I'OjiuIslvo tone of voice. I heard with the 
utmost distinctness every wotd that he ut- 
tered. He was, as it seeniad, born widi 
the instincts and tlie .aptitinles which make 
a man a villain almost from the cradle 
He grew up with favouraldo opportunitie.s 
for indulging his appetite for crime. Al- 
lured by the hope of both pillage and im 
piiuity, he came with the rushing tide of 
emigmtiou to Kentucky, in tho days of its 
early sottlement. He 'built his cabin in 
the loneliest solitude of the wilderness, or 
in some mountain gorge near the highway, 
that lie might rob tlio iimvaiy travellers 
who became his guests. After a few suc- 
cessful feats of his murderous skill in one 
place, lie took the precaution to remove 
to another one, thus multiplying the 
chances against detection, and enlarging 
tho field of his oporationa. Many an ad- 
venturous traveller, who had come to Ken- 
tucky in se.arcli of a new home, bad gone 
down beneath his.hand to the grave, and 
left no sign of his going. 

As the population of the State increased! 
and the police of the law became more 
vigilant, ha retired to the mountainous 
and comparatively iminhiibited districts, 
practising his grim trade upon a rednceii 
fciilfl of profit and of crime. During the 
nearly liiilf-ocntury of hiis robber life that 



hud been spent in Kehtiickyj only one man 
had ever stopped at -his cabin in the wil- 
derness at night, and left it alive. In the 
early settlem-iiit of tho couutty, a young 
inun came; out fi-oin Vii-ginhi, who was pi 
piMctical surveyor. Being export in his 
pi-ofession, he sooii acqnircil a 1-argo rim of 
business, He always went well mounted 
and well urined, tind .seemed alike vigilant 
aud feu-less in his inovcmniits. /. 7.': ' 

“ I took it into ray lieid," slid the con- 
vict, “ tliiit this young surveyor must 
always hive about him in his travels con- 
aideiMblc sums of money, arising from fees 
[iiiil him by the settlers for survey.!, or 
fro . 11 deiwsita made with him to bo 'paid 
into tho Land-olfico for Government war- 
rants, He was, consoquontiy, in my eyes, 
a rich booty, and, us lie occasionally p.j.ssnd 
iny cabin, 1 hoped in time to have him for 
my guest Tho wiahed-for event came iit 
last. Oil his return lioinij from a siirvoy- 
iug excursion, he was belated, and called 
at itiv cabin to spend the niglit.- I was 
oveijoyed when, on going out to tike Ids, 
homo, I saw, by a momentary flash of Kru-! 
light on his features, that it was the wily: 
surveyor who was -about to become my| 
guest. ' I lad his horse to the stable ; an-l 
ho went in to the tire, for it was u raw 
night ill October, and ho appeared . -almost 
beiiuiiibed with cold. While stabling the 
horse, I arranged in my mind tho -details 
of a pi:m for ids death. This was easily 
iiocomplished ; for I had only to repeat 
what I L id often done before. There was 
a door opening from ray own room into 
the one in which I lodged the fow guests 
t’liit called upon me. Having' fed the 
horse, I returned to the house with my 
mind full of the schome I had planned aud 
determined to execute. I met the surveyor 
in the yard, hurrying with a quick step 
from the house. In an excited and pe- 
remptory tone of voice ha requested me to 
saddle his liorso, saying tliab he had de- 
cided to go on to tlie tavern at the cro-ss- 
roiids, I told liim that it was a long dis- 
tance to travel alone on siioh a dark night, 
anil that there was .even danger of robherv 
and assassination, as there were robbers 
about, ami that a man hud been murdered 
by them in the neighbourhood only a few 
days before. He seemed to pay no atten- 
tion to what 1 said, but repeated, in a 
firmer and louder tons of voice, the call 
for his hors -. Somehow I felt awed by 
his manner and voice, and iinradiately 
brongiit him hhs liorss. He rode ofi". and 
I atterwarils he.ird that he reached the 
tiwerii safely, but at a late hour of the 
night. I have never seen him since, as I 
soon after changed my residence to a dis- 
tance from the region iu which he made 
the anrvey.s." 

These revelations of the crlniiiuil thrilled 
me with hon-or, I recognised in the gmy- 
liaired culprit iiiy host of the wilderness 
oahiii ; and the surveyor, his intended vic- 
tim, was unmistakeably inyself. All tho 
events of thut_ nearly forgotten advsntiim 
caiiiB hiek fresii to iny inainory. -I recalled 
every incident of that terrible night. 

The recollection of those events, the 
3-:ene which was tianspiriug before me, and 
more than ail, the awful certainty that a 
prescntiiaent had been vouchsafed to de- 
liver me from impending dentil, impresseii 
me so ])Owei-fiilly, that I ^hurriedly with- 
drew from the crowd, despatched my busi- 
ness, and returned home. From that diiv 
I becaiuu'aflrm believer in prcseutiinenls.

After the “ service at the 
grave,'' a negro man took hold of theeoiBn 
to hand it down into the grave ; but, to his 
iistonishment, he could not move it. He 
o illcd to his assistance another stout fellow, 
and tho two tried, but failed to budge the 
onfliii. Two more came to their help, and 
tlie four liad no more power over it . than 
they would over a mountain of granite. 
Tlie coffin clang tight to Hie ground as if 
glued. This astonishing turn of affiiirs 
called for an explanation, and it was dii- 
tcrniihed to open tiie coffin, and see what 
was inside of it.

or ill the bar jiirloiiri of W.istport. Sliq 
W.IS des])ato’i.'d on an oxciirsiou to the 
Steeples, at tho r.ite of live shillings per | 
liiiiiian head. Tile qii.ility of mercy was 
somewhat strained. It was re.-iti'ietnd to 
m inkiiid. Tho seals by which thoStee)ilea 
are extensively inhabited wore not suppiise 1 
to p irticipato in its berielits. At any rate, 
the bellman .siid one of the objects of the 
mission was to “ go a saal-huiitin"’. Not 
many people went on board, less from 
coinpuiictinns than from laziness, or' from 
ignorance of the expedition.

A fatal accident ho-soccurad at the Gate 
Pa to one of the armed constahiilar-r, of 
the n ime of Barrows It is thus (haioribod 
by a corrospoadent of the Auokland 
Ihrald : — “ After pitching camp, tlie duties 
of the day were over, and the men strolled 
about till nearly dusk, when I and another, 
walking backwards and forwards on the 
road, and almost close to tlie redoubt, 
were startled hy a loud ex|do3ioii about 
thirty yards from ns, followed by what at 
the moment ajipe.ircd io lar to be fire- 
works known as Pvoraan candles ; three 
going up nearly vertically, and a, fourth 
describing an arc towar.ia tho gully on 
tho riglit-iiiiiid .side of the road. Almost 
imineili-ately after, I heard the remark, 
' Somebody is hurt,’ and at once proceeded 
to tho site of the explosion, where three 
or four persons were standing round tl.e 
jvDstrate form of Burrows, who w-as lying 
on his back in a poul of blood, with arms 
extended. A seco nl glance showed lialf 
one side of the poor fellow's hcid blown 
away, and a 1 irge qii intity of brains scat- 
tered in the dust, together with a broken 
piece of skull about the size of my Iwnd. 
The p-onr fellow bad in the C3iir.se of his 
ramble found an nnexplnded 1 12-poundcr 
Anmtrong sli-ill, from which lie e.xtracted 
a qmmtity of poivder, and then, with an 
inciutionsness thatsivored of infatuation, 
laid a train to the interior of the shell, 
which iastintly exploded witli a fatal 
resiilJ-. Several other persons standing 
near h-nl a very narrow escajie, aud one or 
two, exparieiiced in such o.xplosioiis, im- 
tne!iiat<!ly threw tiieiusclves down on tiie 
ground.
